slowly but surely expiring.” It was 
later made into a motion picture. 

Speaking of the try-outs, Constance 
Connor Brown, director Of dramatics, 
said: “We are particularly anxious to 
have a large turn out at the try-outs. 
Every man in the University who is 
Interested In dramatics thoufd report.

A men’a debate team met North 
Carolina lait night In Coreoran hall to 
argue the affirmative aide of the ques- 
tion, "Reaolved, That A mer ica n a ahould 
Boycott German Goods,” while another 
team at the same time staged a return 
meet with Washington and Lee at 
Lexington with the negative side of 
the argument, "Resolved, That Hitler- 
ism is to the Best Interests of the 
German People." 

Last Friday Ted Pierson and Allen 
Thompson took the negattve side 
against Gordon Craig and J. B. Schaa- 
er of Princeton on uie same question 
as the North Carolina debate. 

Dix Price and J. Frank Brlsabols,'who 
represented George Waehln(^n against 
North Caroline, attempted to prove 
that America should bonott Qcnnan 
goods because In the Nasi outrages 
against the Jews, Hitler had ataited 
something that must be stopped, and a 
boycott was the moat effective method 
of aocomplshing this end. 

In the meet at Lexington, Alden 
Towbarman and Rollin Dickenson ridi- 
culed Hitler's rise to power by the nse 
of propaganda as wall as the way he 
is continuing his policy ngardless of 
internal disorders and the protest clf 
foreign powers. 

In the debate with Princeton on the 
boycott question, the locals declared 
that Hitlerism did not warrant such 
severe measures as the boycott, and 
that such * cooereive msasure would 
leave Gennsny a prey either to com 
munism or to a strengthened Hitler 
Princeton stated that a boycott was 
justlflable because Hitler represented 
a retrogressive step in world progress 
and was a menace to world peace.
